Members of the Citizens' Traf 
fic Committee have been receiv¬ 
ing telephone calls concerning 
the new one-way street program. 

This letter is to advise the 
community that the plan now 
being activated was designed 
and voted in solely by the alder- 
manic body. 

This plan was not engineered 
by the traffic engineer formerly 
retained by the city. 

ONE-WAY PLAN NEEDED 
FOR SAFETY, CONVENIENCE 
To the Editor: 

The objectors to the new one¬ 
way Iowa street seem to be 
quite selfish in their reasoning. 

One poor lady is four blocks 
from a supermarket, another is 
a block away, another cannot 
point the car in the right direction 
when parking to pick up her 
husband after a hard day at the 
mill. 

The solution is easy. Walk. 

If the driving entails too much 
ducking into Madison avenue, 
then a woman shouldn’t be driv¬ 
ing at all if she can’t handle that 
route. 

But I recommend the first re¬ 
course. walking; it would keep 
both wife and husband in better 
shape. And from my observa¬ 
tions, time hangs heavy on wom¬ 
en in this area. 

The objectors should be grate¬ 
ful for the alertness and planning 
of our city council in the im¬ 
provement of our city traffic 
problems. 

The new one-way is safer, 
more intelligent and in many 
different ways will serve to keep 
some of the sirens silent for a 
long while. It will also be an 
auxiliary for the woman driver 
who may want the whole street 
to herself. 

The objectors should remem¬ 
ber the many sideswipings dur¬ 
ing the last few years. I do not 
understand the urge to squeeze 
four cars through the width of 
a street which was formerly 
planned for just about two, thin 
old-model crates. 

There will also be less racing 
up and down the street; speeders 
can be more easily detected, and 
license numbers jotted down. For 
tHe patient, there will be less 
waiting while two chummy driv¬ 
ers stop in the middle of the 
street to chat. 

Objectors, remember . these 
things when you feel like object¬ 
ing again. These changes were 
deemed necessary by thinking 
men for the betterment of a 
growing city. It is not a gambit 
for re-election or a change for 
the sake of change. 

I believe the time will come 
when all streets will be one-way, 
as they are in the most modem 

C 'Finally, objectors who still in¬ 
sist they are driving on a two 
way street, and do, had better 
meditate on the consequences of 
a fatal or otherwise serious acci¬ 
dent caused by their belligerence 
or stupidity. Wouldn’t it be bet 
ter to obey the law and be a bet¬ 
ter citizen than become an out¬ 
law in your own community? 
Think about it.

“The battle for a court reform 
system was hard won and there 
is much opposition by the bar 
organizations to tampering with 
it," comments Rubin Cohn, Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois law professor. 

This was his reaction when 
confronted with the possibility of 
a constitutional convention and 
the possibility that the three- 
year-old Judicial Article might 
again face revision. 

If the Judicial Article cannot 
be excluded from revision, how¬ 
ever. Cohn feels a study should 
be made of the section on tenure 
and vacancy of office. 

The Blue Ballot method of re¬ 
taining judges in office has 
caused some consternation, since 
a judge is as good as frozen in 
office once elected. This system 
enables an incumbent judge to 
run on his record. The voter is 

given a choice . . . “Shall- 

be retained as judge of the- 

court. YES- No-.” If he is 

retained in office, the judge con¬ 
tinues to serve. 

“It’s definitely easier to re¬ 
main in office with this method,” 
states Judge Creel Douglass, 
chief judge of the 7th Circuit 
Court. 

‘Better to Be Unknown’ 

He cites the example of one 
judge who did absolutely no cam¬ 
paigning for his retention vote. 
The. judge was swept back into 
office with few NO votes. 

On the other hand, another 
judge, desiring to make sure he 
retained his office, engaged in 
an extensive campaign, which 
included advertising in the local 
j>apers and going from door to 
door introducing himself and ex¬ 
plaining his visit. This judge did 
retain his office, but by a very 
narrow margin. 

“It’s better to remain un¬ 
known—and safer," adds Doug¬ 
lass. 

The lale State Rep. Marjorie 
Pebworth, chairman of the 
House Constitution Study Com¬ 
mission, opposed exempting the 


Judicial Article from the conven¬ 
tion. In discussing the question 
of the Blue Ballot, Mrs. Peb¬ 
worth also felt this is an area 
which merits study. 

Voting Not Fully Effective 

“There are too many names 
on the ballot. The people play 
tic-tac-toe,” she said. “The Bar 
Association is the only one that 
did any grading of the judges’ 
qualifications, and when people 
are faced with voting on so many 
judges’ records they are not 
voting effectively.” 

The problem of the Blue Ballot 
is not eliminated even if people 
would vote judges out of office. 

True, the office is no longer 
frozen in such an instance. It is 
vacant, and will remain vacant 
for two years. This means that 
a particular court where a va¬ 
cancy occurs will be working 
under-capacity. 

This problem is partially taken 
care of through the assignment 
power given to Court Adminis¬ 
trator John W. Freels. According 
to Freels, “When a vacancy oc¬ 
curs, the Supreme Court is able 
to ease the problems in a par¬ 
ticular circuit by assigning for 
temporary duty judges from cir¬ 
cuits having a surplus of judicial 
manpower.” 

However, this too presents a 
problem in that a particular va¬ 
cancy means these “surplus 
judges” must waste time travel¬ 
ing back and forth. The distance 
between circuits is often quite a 
bit, and the judge faces the ad¬ 
ditional inconvenience of an un¬ 
familiar court and populace. 

Retirements, Deaths 

This problem was pointed up 
in 1965 when eight circuit court 
vacancies were created by two 
retirements and six deaths, 
These vacancies could not be 
filled until the November 1966 
election. 

The question op whether the 
Judicial Article Will come up for 
revision if a constitutional con¬ 
vention is called will remain un¬ 
answered until and if that con¬ 
vention materializes. 

But if further court reform is 
considered, tenure and vacancy 
of office seem sure to be among 
those sections of the article 
brought up.

The value of prime . Illinois 
hardwoods was well illustrated 
by two timber sales completed 
recently. 

In Gallatin county- along the 
Wabash River, 911 pecan trees, 
430,000 bd. ft., were sold for 
$76,000. In Northern Illinois, 2196 
trees, 567,000 bd. ft., were sold 
for $115,705. 

“The average timber owner is 
not aware of wood needs that 
change from day to day,” Wil¬ 
liam T. Lodge, director of the 
Illinois Department of Conser¬ 
vation, said. “The pecan is a 
member of the hickory family, 
a tree that was considered too 
hard for commercial use. But 
methods of producing veneer 
from pecan have been found.” 

The northern Illinois woods 
sold were walnut, ash, basswood, 
hackberry, Kentucky coffee tree, 
hard maple, cottonwood and sev¬ 
eral varieties of oak.
